KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 
29—The drastic cuts and shifts 
of personnel with scant notice 
being made by the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas, Railroad are -nec- 
‘ essary “to keep our head above 
water,” William N. Deramus 
III, president of the Katy, told 
the Post-Dispatch today in an 
exclusive interview. 

He emphasized the financial 
plight of the Katy. The rail- 
road incurred a deficit of about 
$500,000 in the first two months 
of 1957, he said, adding that he 
has hopes of showing a profit 
soon as a result of the slash 
in operating costs effected by 
consolidation of offices, large- 
scale layoffs and other econo- 
mies. 

Deramus defended not only 
his actions but the abruptness 
with which sweeping changes 
were made without giving em- 
ployes advance notice. Discuss- 
ing the forced transfer of work- 
ers in the St, Louis accounting 
department to Denison, Tex., 
he said: 

“I know it’s tough to be 
uprooted, but that’s part of 
the railroad game.” 

This rernark was made with 
great earnestness, Deramus 
spoke from personal experi- 
ence, having grown up in a 
railroader’s family and been 
moved about himself. His 
father is president of the Kan- 
sas City Southern Railway. 

As for giving employes mo 
warning that they would 
to transfer to another city in 


order to keep their jobs, an 
the 


Katy president said man- 
agement could have acted 
“more gracefully” in St. Louis 
had it not been harassed by an 
injunction suit and other. “ob- 
structive” acts in Parsons, Kan. 

He emphasized that’ the 
Katy’s financial situation de- 
manded immediate measures, 
in order to find funds for 
needed physical improvements, 
and contended that the rail- 
road could not afford to risk 
delays through court proceed- 
ings. 

Accounting workers in St. 
Louis got their first notice of 
what was in store when they 
went to work last Monday and 
found themselves locked out. A 
sign on the door informed them 
that the office had been trans- 
ferred to Denison and_ they 
would have to report in the 
Texas city Wednesday if they 
wanted to remain on the pay- 


roll. 

Asked if this was what he 
had rlanned, Deramus_  ex- 
plained: 


“] wasn’t acquainted with 
the details. I told the per- 
sonnel people what we wanted 
to do and let them work out 
the arrangements. In view of 
the situation at Parsons, we 
wanted to act quickly.” 

“B ou ordered the clos- 
ing of "the office?” 

“Yes,” he answered. “It was 
my decision. I’m not trying 
to pass the buck.” 

The reporter asked the Katy 
resident if he considered 48 
ours sufficient time in which 
to sell one’s home and make 
all the other arrangements for 
a move to another city. 

“The workers were given two 
years to sell their homes, not 
just 48 hours,” he replied, re- 
ferring to the rajlroad'’s offer 
to defray the cost of moving 
household effects any time 
within two years.

House Inc. of East St. Louis. 
The commission denied peti- 
tions filed by Broadcast House 
and jointly by St. Louis Tele- 
cast and 220 Television, seeking 
to reopen the record in the 
case.

sideration. A court appeal also 
is possible.

WASHINGTON, March 29— 
Ellis N. Slack, suspended 16 
months: ago as a Justice De- 
partment official because he 
allegedly testified falsely in 
the Truman Administration 
tax scandal investigation, has 
been cleared of all charges and 
resumed his job teday as chief 
of the tax division's appellate 
section. 


Slack, who had been accused 
of trying to block a grand jury 
inquiry of irregularities in the 
St. Louis internal revenue of- 
fice iri 1951, said after being 
informed yesterday of his re- 
instatement: 

“I. am grateful more than I 
can say for my vindication and 
to the many friends in the tax. 
bar and in the Department of 
Justice who stood behind me.” 

In an announcement, the Jus- 
tice Departrhent said “adminis- 
trative” charges filed against 
Slack “have been dismissed, and 
he has been restored to duty.” 


‘Exhaustive Review.’ 


The statement said: “The de- 
partment announced that an ex- 
haustive review of the record 
in Mr. Slack’s case, involving 
many thousands of pages of 
testimony before the congres- 
sional investigating committee 
and before two St. Louis grand 
juries, had resulted in a de- 
termination absolving Mr. Slack 
from these charges of false 
testimony.” 

Slack’s reinstatement was re- 
ported to include back from 
the date of his suspension, Nov. 
30, 1955. 

The reinstatement, it was 
learned, received widespread ap- 
proval from many Justice De- 
partment employes who viewed 
the action as a justification of 
a Government employe 
accusation, During the morning, 
Slack was kept busy acknowl- 
edging congratulations of many 
co-workers. 

The day after Slack’s suspen- 
sion, he was named as a co- 
conspirator, but not as a de- 
fendant, in an_ indictment 
charging Matthew J. Connelly 
and T. Lamar Caudle, former 
Truman Administration of- 
ficials, with conspiring to de- 
fraud the Government. 

The Justice Department an- 
nounced it has informed Slack's 
counsel that it would not ob- 
ject to a motion to strike 
Slack’s name from the indict- 
ment. A motion to that effect 
was being prepared. 

Connelly and Caudle are on 
bond pending appeal from the 
two-year prison sentences and 
$2500 fines imposed as a result 
of their conviction in. United 
States District Court in St. 
Louis. 


Fought To Clear Name. 


Slack, who had been with the 
Justice Department since 1934 
fought bitterly to clear his name 
and obtain reinstatement. 

He charged that the Justice 
Department's press release an- 
nouncing reasons for his sus- 
pension was “shabby business” 
and he pointed out that the in- 
dictment naming him as co- 
conspirator with Caudle and 
Connelly alleged “no acts on 
my part at all.” 

Joseph A. Fanelli, Washing- 
ton attorney and one-time Gov- 
ernment’ attorney who repre- 
sented Slack, also called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Justice 
Department’s charges had no

WASHINGTON, March 29) 
(AP) — President Eisenhower | 
proposed today that the cabinet 
be authorized by amending the 
constitution to decide when a 
President is unable to carry out 
his duties. Democratic leaders 
were said to have agreed in- 
formally that Congress would 
not act on. the plan at this 
session. 


At a White House conference 
with congressional leaders of 
both parties, Mr. Eisenhower 
suggested a _ constitutional 
amendment that would author- 
ize the cabinet to decide by ma- 
jority vote that the vice presi- 
dent should take over the 
duties of a disabled Chief Ex- 
ecutive. Such action would be 
taken, under the plan, if the 
President himself was unable or 
unwilling to make such a 
decision. 

Speaker of the House Sam 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, op- 
posed this proposal. “It won't 
have much help out of me,” he 
said. Senator Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, the Senate Demo- 
cratic leader, said Mr, Eisen- 
hower’s plan would be given 
“respectful consideration.”

He said 
the time of Soviet “blackmail 
by the threat of the use of 
ocean-spanning international 
guided ballistic missiles has 
arrived.” He said this was “just 
the start of a massive cam- 
paign.” 

“Small nation members of 
NATO are the chief targets,” 
he said. “Threat will be piled 
upon threat, Forecast of hor- 
ror will be added to forecast 
of horror—to break the people's 
will.” 

Urges Counter-Campaign. 

Jackson said the United 
States, as the strongest NATO 
power, should mount a counter- 
campaign, This country, he 
said, should make it unmistak- 
ably plain for all to see that 
the free’ world “can and will 
withstand Soviet blackmail.” 

Senator Hubert H. Humphrey

Matual said “fan mail” was 
pouring in from all parts of the 
nation from persons who had 
heard of Local 46 and its fight. 

Rule by Trusteeship. 

“Beck and the rest keep their 
jobs by voting the ‘trusteeship’ 
unions,” Matual said. “I would 
say more than half the locals in 
the country are in the hands of 
Beck and his boys—they aren’t 
free to elect their own officers 
or vote their own policies.” 

Another reason for putting 
lécals under trusteeships, Matual 
charged, is the money involved. 

“Our dues are $3.50 a month, 


payable by the month,” he said. 
“They want to make them $5 
a month and you have to pay 
three months at a time plus a 
lot of extras like $1 for a but- 
ton every three months and all 
the rest. How do you think 
they pay for those $15 ties and 
silk shirts?” 

Matual said he is paid $20 a 
month as local president. 


TEAMSTER CODE 
VAGUE ON TRIALS 


WASHINGTON, March 29 
(UP)—If “John Q. Truckdriver” 
wanted to bring union action 
against his boss Dave Beck, he 
would be hard put to find in- 
formation on how to proceed in 
the Teamsters’ constitution 

The constitution get specific 
about filing complaints against 
local officials. It is vague about 
means for dealing with inter- 
national officers. 

The constitution specifies that 
charges preferred against any 
member or officers of a local 
shall be filed in writing with 
the local secretary and local 
executive board—in duplicate— 
and the accused tried by the 
local board in “not less than 10 
days.” 

Trial of elective international 
officers, on the other hand, 
“shall be before the general 
executive board at such time 
and place as fixed by the gen- 
eral executive board.” 

Presumably charges against 
an international officer would 
also be filed in writing. But 
the constitution does not spell 
this out nor say with whom they 
should be filed. 

A member or officer of a 
local, the constitution states, 
may appeal a conviction to a 
joint council if one exists or 
to the general executive board. 
Conviction means automatic 
revocation of his membership. 

An executive officer of the 
international may appeal any 
action against him to the full 
Teamster. membership at the 
next Teamster convention. 

Beck has said he plans to run 
for re-election at the next con- 
vention in Miami Beach next 
September and is willing to 
“rise or fall” on the verdict of 
the union membership. AFL- 
CIO officers consider the 
Teamster constitution trial pro- 
cedure academic because the 
convention will give the mem- 
bers a chance to bounce Beck 
if they choose. Nevertheless, if 
a rank-and-file member filed a 
complaint against Beck he 
m be dismayed by the way 
the constitution provides for 
trial of an international officer.

errors” alleged to have been in 
testimony of more than 1000 
pages given by Slack at various 
times over a five-year period. 
Slack said that Wyllys S. 
Newcomb, a special assistant to 
the Attorney General, had at- 
tempted to “blackmail” him by 
prosecution in a new criminal 
case if he did not admit con- 
spiracy in the case which was 
the basis of charges against 
Connelly and Caudle. New-- 
comb directed prosecution in 
the latter case. 


Defense Group Set Up. 


A group of Washington and 
St. Louis attorneys specializing 
in tax matters organized the 
“Ellis Slack Defense Commit- 
tee” to help him win reinstate- 
ment. They said they believed 
Slack “to be innocent of any 
disloyalty to the Department of 
Justice or of wrongdoing.” 

The department never made 
public the basis for its suspen- 
sion of Slack but he revealed 
contents of the letter from the 
Attorney General's office. 

The letter said action was be- 
ing taken to remove Slack from 
the department because “you 
lack the character and integrity 
or that you lack the degree of 
responsibility requisite for the | 
faithful performance of your 
duties as chief of the appellate 
section of the tax division.” 


Allegations Listed. 

The allegations against Slack | 
were as follows: 

That he testified falsely be- 
fore a House judiciary subcom- 
mittee that he had known 
United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper of St. Louis 
prior to March 1951. The com- 
mittee, known as the Cheif 
committee, was investigating 
the Justice Department’s hand- 
ling of tax cases in St. Louis. 

That he testified falsely be- | 
fore a federal grand jury in| 
St. Louis he did not recall ask- | 
ing an Internal Revenue Service | 
employe in Kansas City to pre- 
sent four tax evasion cases to 
the grand jury in St. Louis. 

That he testified falsely be- 
fore the Chelf committee that 
the grand jury in St. Louis did 
mot ask him if he knew of any 
sources within the Justice De- 
partment or Internal Revenue 
Service who could give infor- 
mation on “fixing” of tax cases. 

Slack, answering the depart- 
ment’s charges, denied that he 
had told the Chelf committee 
he had met Judge Harper be- 
fore March 1951. 

He also said he was telling 
the truth in 1955 when he said 
he could not “recall” the origin 
of four cases indicted in 1951 
and a question asked of him 
in the same year. 


‘Errors, Not Falsehoods.’ 

Referring to the latter two 
allegations of false testimony, 
Slack’s attorney, Fanelli said: 
“These two inconsequential er- 
rors were only errors and not 
falsehoods.” 

The principal issue involving 
Slack was whether he went to 
St. Louis in 1951 to draft a 
“whitewash” report regarding 
alleged “tax-fixing” in the St. 
Louis office of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, then headed 
by James P. Finnegan, who 
later went to prison for mis- | 
conduct in office.

United States District Judge 
George H. Moore of St. Louis 
teld J. Howard McGrath, then 
Attorney General, that Slack | 
“seemed to want” the grand | 
jury to write a partial report 
finding no evidence of tax- 
fixing. 

The late Drake Watson, who 
was United States Attorney in 
St. Louis, told Judge Moore the 
report was prepared by one of 
Watson's assistants at Slack’s 
suggestion. 

Questioned by the Post- 
Dispatch, Slack said he had 
never suggested to the fary|

Slack contended it was the | 
grand jury which decided to is- | 
sue the partial report.

Moore was irritated by this re- 
port and gave the jury new in- | 
structions which resulted in the 
indictment of Finnegan. |

How a Legislator Lives 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have been appalled at some of 

the letters which have appeared re- 
cently in opposition to Amendment 
No. 1, which would raise salaries 
and allowances of State Representa- 
Lives and Senators. 
_. ptate’ legislators receive $125 a 
month in salary, for which they 
work four days a week in Jefferson 
City. Their day begins at 9 a.m. 
and often lasts until 10 p.m. 

They leave home on Monday 
mornings, return home Thursday 
night. This leaves them one work 
day each week to attend to their 
own business and make money on 
which to live. Each weekend is bed- 
Tam with continuous telephone calls 
and visits from constituents, each 
wanting some personal attention. 

One letter-writer accused legisla- 
tors of keeping secret their $10-a- 
day expense money. There is noth- 
ing secret about this but it certain- 
ly is not income. Five dollars a day 
is the cost of their hotel room; the 
remaining five dollars goes for 
meals. Some days they break even. 

Under an archaic horse-and-buggy 
days regulation they receive mileage 
to and from Jefferson City only 
once a year. Under Amendment 
No. 1 they would receive seven 
cents a mile to make the trip once 
a week, which all of them now do 
at their own expense. 

Since the five-month session went 
into effect, special sessions have 
been called in alternate years and 
séVeral times the same year. 
ae Why do they do it? Most of them 
‘are lawyers and interested in secing 
good laws passed. I would like to 
see some doctors, office workers, 
and laboring men give up their jobs 
half a year and work for $125 a 
month. or even the $300 a month pro- 
posed by Amendment No. 1. 
~~ Yegislators are literally “public 
servants,” paid less than cleaning 
women. The only consolation is it 
leaves them neither time nor money 
to drink, gamble, or chase blondes.

Suez as of Now 


The official cheerfulness which seems to sur- 
round Secretary General Hammarskjold’s jour- 
ney to Cairo, during’ which he talked 18 hours 
with President Nasser, cannot be finally as- 
sessed until more is known about how far Nas- 
ser is ready to go in keeping the Middle East 
peace and coming to terms on the Suez canal. 
Judging by the reports out of Cairo, which may 
or may not be accurate, there is more reason 
to be cheerful about the peace than about Suez. 

Evidently Nasser is not thinking at the mo- 
ment about demanding that the United Nations 
Emergency Force get out of the Gaza strip or 
about sending his own troops in. Neither, appar- 
ently, does he just now demand that UNEF 
leave’ the straits of Tiran. This must mean that 
for the present he is willing to let things ride 
without trying to renew border raids against 
Israel or reimpose his shipping blockade in the 
Gulf of Agaba. 

This may be a statesmanlike act or it may be 
just the result of the crushing military defeat 
Nasser suffered at the hands of Israel. What- 
ever his motives—whether he really wants a pe- 
riod of peace, or simply lacks the power to re- 
sume his half-war—the consequences are good 
and we can all hope that he will go on exercis- 
ing a prudent restraint. Secretary Dulles is 
now publicly on record as denying that Egypt 
has any belligerent rights under the armistice 
with Israel. It must be hoped that this legal 
position has been translated privately into a 
plain warning to Nasser against raiding Israel 
or blockading the Gulf. 

As to Suez, things do not look so bright. In 
all the inspired statements from Cairo officials, 
there is no word now about the U.N.’s six points 
which Egypt once agreed to for operation of 
the canal. One of those points provided for 
insulation of the management from politics of 
any nation. Far from accepting that now, 
Egypt seems to be looking forward enthusiastic- 
ally to exercising political control. 

Just what the users can do about it is not 
clear. They may have to take the best arrange- 
ment they can get, use the canal while they 
can, and meanwhile move fast to build the 
pipelines and the big tankers that will lessen 
Europe's dependence on the canal. 

But one thing the West certainly should hold 
out for, and that is the passage of Israeli 
ships through the canal. Unless Nasser will 
permit this, in the spirit of the 1888 convention 
which he pays lip-service to, very little rellance 
can be placed on any of his promises as to 
future operations. 


Back Up, Start Over 


Is it too much to ask that the Administration 
and the Democratic leadership of Congress both 
back up and start over on the question of a study 
of the monetary and banking system? 

The President's proposal for such a study by 
an independent commission has been balked in 
the House by Democrats who want a congres- 
sional investigation instead. But the latter pro- 
posal has also been balked by a combination 
of Republicans and Southern Democrats. Clear- 
ly, the occasion calls for a cooling-off period, 
followed by some workable compromise. 

The country needs such an investigation, and 
would need it no matter what party or Admin- 
istration had been in power during the past four 
years. The main question is not whether this 
particular Administration's tight money policy 
has been right or wrong, but whether our bank- 
ing and monetary system generally is adequate 
both to provide the credit for growth and social 
needs, and to permit necessary restraints on 
inflation when appropriate. 

If Congress wants to investigate “tight 
money” some more, let it do so through its 
regular committees, which are legion. But in 
addition, the country needs the kind of basic, 
independent monetary inquiry from which the 
Federal Reserve system emerged in the first 
place, during the Wilson Administration. Surely 
the White House and Capitol Hill can get to 
gether on such an essential task. 
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Now That Makarios Is Free 

There had been indications recently that a 
way might open up for working toward a solu- 
tion of the knotty problem of Cyprus but 
modest expectations have now been exceeded 
by the good news from London. 

Ig releasing Archbishop Makarios from his 
Seyche!le islands exile London has given good 
evidence of a spirit of conciliation. It is all the 
more marked in that Makarios did not go near- 
ly as far in his statement to Eoka, the Cypriot 
underground, as London had said he must go 
if he wanted to win his freedom. 

As Colonial Secretary Alan Lennox-Boyd told 
the House of Commons, the statement was “not 
the clear appeal” against the violence and ter- 
rorism of the past two years that London had 
been seeking ever since Makarios was exiled a 
year ago. But the archbishop, who has been per- 
haps the most zealous and certainly the most 
prominent leader of the Cypriots in their strug- 
gle for union with Greece, did say exactly what 
was necessary for the present. He asked the 
Eoka to cease all operations. 

It certainly can be expected that Britain will 
respond to Makarios by proclaiming an end to 
the present state of siege on Cyprus. He srid 
that such action would show a “spirit of under- 
standing.” If the Eoka fully complies with the 
request of their revered leader there can be no 
reason for the British not to take this further 
step in conciliation. 

Both sides will then have done all that is 
necessary to end the fighting, ambushing and 
bombing that have taken the lives of scores of 
British troops, civilians and Eoka guerrillas. It 
will mean that the leaders of the men concerned 
— Britons, Greeks and Turks—can sit around a 
table. The talks should go smoother if they 
take advantage of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization offer to aid in solving the differ- 
ences. London accepted this offer last week, 
and the Cypriots, who then refused, may possi- 
bly be won over to allowing NATO participation. 

Let us hope that all three nations con- 
cerned will do all they can to start negotiations 
as soon as possible. But most important, the 
spirit of conciliation that at long last has been 
engendered, must not be allowed to perish. 
Britain, Greece and the Cypriots, Ankara and 
the Turkish minority, must do all they can to 
preserve the spirit by being flexible in their 
approaches to this problem of Cyprus.

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Natural Gas Bill Quandary

Last year Representative Harris led in the 
House, and Lyndon Johnson of Texas in the 
Senate, the fight to exempt natural-gas produc- 
ers from federal regulation and let them 
charge whatever the traffic would bear. 

Still other Democrats were induced to foin 
the Republican majority in voting for the meds- 
ure, confident that, since Mr. Eisenhower would 
sign the bill, it could not do them any damage.

Understandably, Representative Harris in- 
tends to maintain reasonable precautions that 
this shall not happen to him again. But Mr.

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ADA’s Tenth Birthday 

A meeting is being held in Washington this 
weekend, with Senators Douglas of Illinois and 
Humphrey of Minnesota among the speakers, 
to mark the tenth anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of Americans for Democratic Action.. The 
occasion is worth the marking. 

The ADA was formed in 1947 by men and 
women interested in progressive politics and 
procedures who had seen one worthy group 
after another infiltrated by Communists or 
their sympathizers. An active, alert, non-Com- 
munist-connected organization filled an urgent 
need in the post-war period when. causes and 
issues often were not being discussed on merit. 

In the intervening decade the ADA, with 
chapters in many cities, has taken a prominent 
part in the fight to preserve civil liberties under 
the Bill of Rights, to repel the menace of 
McCarthyism, to solve the problems of the 
nuclear age, to move forward against poverty, 
ill-health and lack of education. In a tenth 
anniversary statement, Joseph L. Rauh Jr. says: 


As we seek our goals, we must measure 
our thoughts not by the enactments or the 
expediencies of the present but by the needs 
and capacities of a world in transition and 
turmoil. We must dare to be called im- 
practical when we hold out bolder visions 
of the Four Freedoms, of a world at peace 
under universal law, of universal freedom 
and equality, of man triumphant over 
“Ignorance, poverty, misery and war.” 


These words can be approved heartily without 
approving every stand taken by the ADA and 
without indorsing every policy it espouses. In 
all probability not one member of ADA sup- 
ports every position announced. But that is the 
way of a free people, engaged in the great and 
challeging experiment of governing themselves. 

We dare say ADA will be here, continuing its 
good works, when its first decade has been ex- 
tended to a score of useful years. 
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Beauty, Not Safety, the Issue 

A great many people must respond favorably 
to the fdea that the new interstate highways 
should be protected against the commercial ex- 
ploitation that has turned many existing high- 
ways into rural slums. ° 

We reach that conclusion because the out 
door advertising industry. has begun to fight 
back. It sponsored a study at Iowa State Col- 
lege which concluded that billboards along high- 
ways have some “slightly beneficial effects” in 
that they keep drivers from succumbing to 
“highway hypnosis.” Another paper based on 
research in Iowa and Michigan concludes that 
there is “no significant relationship” between — 
outdoor advertising signs and highway accl- 
dents, and that the evidence “if any, is slightly 
in fayor” of signs as a safety measure. 

These conclusions are tenuous enough to war- 
rant being ignored, but we do not expect the 
billboard people to ignore them. 

Actually the safety issue is not the basic one. 
The new hichways should be protected from 
cemmercial exploitation because the motorist 
is entitled to see some natura] beauty just for 
the fun of it—or the good of his soul. And 
there are other ways of combatting “highway 
hypraosis” than obscuring the view with signs.

Originally the Pacific slope from the 
California line to the Canadian border 
contained’ the world’s largest and 
heaviest stand. 

Millions of firs, hemlocks, cedars 
and spruces grew to heights of 150 to 
300 feet, with trunk diameters of 10, 
15 or 20 feet. Dominating them all Was 
the gigantic Douglas fir. 

Actually no fir at all, it is classified 
by botanists as a false hemlock and 
called Oregon pine by lumber men. It 
is our most valuable timber tree.

About 8,250,000 acres remain, but ex- 
perts estimate that the virgin stands 
will be gone in less than 50 years. The 


forests are being devastated nearly 
three times as fast as nature can re- 
store them. 

Raids are increasingly being made 
on immature stands 40 to 70 years old. 
Inasmuch as these young trees com- 
prise a fifteenth to a half of the vol- 
ume of timber in mature forest 120 
years old’ and over, lumbering prac- 
tices are robbing the future. Unfor- 
tunately there is no known method of 
harvesting timber from an increment. 
In the Pacific Northwest the excess 
of cutting over growth is much greater 
today than it was 10 years ago. 


The grim and tragic truth is that 
even under the most favorable forestry 
practices only 43 per cent by volume 
of all commercial timber cut each year 
ends up in useful services. Over half, 
57 per cent, is wasted between stump 
and consumer. 

There is a growing consciousness 
among the more responsible lumber 
men of the necessity for good forestry 
practices. As a result, remarkable 
progress has been made in recent years 
by the larger timber operators in fire 

otection, pest control, harvesting by 

lock-cutting and area selection, re- 
search in wood utilization, elimination 
of waste and tree “farming.” 


Pioneered by the Weyerhaeuser Tim- 
ber Co., the tree-farm movement has 
grown rapidly and 4,250,000 acres, or 
37 per cent, of the industrially owned 
Pacific Northwest timberlands are now 
managed as perpetual forest crops. 

Tree farming is without a doubt the 
most important step taken by private 
operators in forest conservation. 

Sustained-yield cutting in our for- 
ests now is the only way to keep the 
United States in the lumber business. 

The fact that one third of the na- 
tion’s timber comes from the Pacific 
Northwest Douglas fir country makes 
that region’s business our business. 


The situation is grave enough to re- 
quire the closing of the national for- 

ts to further logging until the entire 
umber industry adopts adequate for- 
estry practices, perhaps with the help 
of greatly increased federal co-opera- 
tion and financial aid. 

Although drastic, such a step would 
at least preserve a huge reservoir of 
publicly owned timber to carry the 
country through a lumber shortage. 

Then, with new growing tree crops 
and a fully developed sustained-yield 

am, the lumber Industry could 
ally take over the major part of 
the job once more. 

But as things stand now, I would not 
want to place too large a het on a 
balanced timber budget in our time.

The War Against Want , 
SO BOLD AN AIM, A Study by the Food 
and Agricultural Organization of the 

United Nations. (Columbie University 

Press, 174 pgs., $1.50.) 

This book tells the story of the first 
decade of the United Nations’ Food 
and Agricultural Organization. Estab 
lished in 1945 to help nations achieve 
freedom from want, FAO has made 
progress despite the limitations of its 
authority and budget. 

Most of the world’s people do not 
have enough to eat. The political revo- 
lutions that are sweeping large parts 
of the earth express their will to do 
something about it. The revolutions in 
science and technology are providing 
the way. The discovery by a billion 
people of the will and the way to end 
abject poverty may be the most im- 
portant fact of the twentieth century. 

Living in a land where the habif of 
overeating .has become a threat to 
health and where large food surpluses 
threaten the economy, we Americans 
have difficulty comprehending the ex- 
plosive implications of this fact. The 
word is getting around to even the 
world’s darkest corners that human 
beings do not have to starve. Govern- 
ments that do not fight starvation are 
not likely to survive subversion. 

. . . 

The FAO is the U.N.’s central intel- 
jigence agency in the war against want. 
It does not allocate food or funds. It 
collects and distributes information. It 
has published an impressive body of 
material on nutrition and agricultural 
matters. Experts have been sent on 
technical assistance missions to under- 
developed areas. They have advised 
on problems ranging from soil con- 
servation to fishing gear. 

Cases are cited of remarkable in- 
creases in agricultural productivity re- 
sulting from the sharing of technical 
know-how. However, this official pub- 
lication acknowledges that “What has 
been done is still but a drop in the 
ocean in relation to the immense needs 
of the under-developed countries for 
field workers, teachers, researchers and 
administrators, . . . In the last analysis, 
these countries must help themselves; 
but, at present, operation bootstrap 
operates on a shoestring.” 

While some of our politicians bleat 
about “foreign handouts,” it is noted 
that America’s annual contribution to 
the regular FAO budget equals the cost 
of about one cigarette per citizen. It 
is explained why effective forward 
planning requires longer than one year 
appropriations by member governments.

This book recalls the early and un- 
successful effort by the first Director 
General, Lord Boyd-Orr, to persuade 
the nations to make the FAO more than 
an information and technical assistance 
office. He advocated an international 
organization with authority to purchase 
and stockpile food surpluses, to help 
relieve famine, to, act as a commodity 
clearing house. His advice was ignored, 
but two recent developments (one po- 
litical and one biological) are reviving 
the issue about creating stronger U.N. 
agencies in the economic field. First

studies which Seaton had re-

Request for Testimony. 


The association, an intervenor 
fn the case, also asked for in- 
clusion of Seaton’s letter in the 
record and that testimony be 
taken on the study\when it is 
completed. 

Seaton’s letter, dated Feb. 14, 
informed the commission he 
was asking the Reclamation Bu- 
reau to study the feasibility of 
a high dam at Pleasant Valley 
to provide 2,570,000 acre-feet of 
storage, including 1,800,000 
acre-feet for flood control. He 
said \the Pacific Northwest 
Power. Co. propoesl wotld pro- 
vide about 500,000 acre-feet for 
flood control. 

The Secretary wrote that as 
soon as he had the report on 
the study “I shall submit fur- 
ther comments to the commis- 
sion in accordance with estab- 
lished practice.” 

In announcing its decision, 
the commission pointed out 
that the record already con- 
tained reports by the Corps of 
Army Engineers, the Reclama- 
tion Bureau, and by others, in- 
cluding its own staff.

The St. Louis County League 
of Municipalities last night 
adopted a resolution opposing 
construction of a new St. Louis 
Workhouse on a _ state-owned 
site in the north part of the 
county. 

The league, at a meeting at 
the American Legion Post 111 
hall in Shrewsbury, approved a 
resolution on the workhouse 
previously adopted by the Belle- 
fontaine Neighbors Board of Al- 
dermen. 


Construction of the institu- 


tion at the intersection of U. S. : 


Highways 66 and 67, the resolu- 
tion stated, “would thwart the 
expansion of homes, schools and 
churches, require the county to 
furnish additional police pro- 
tection and cause financial loss 
in property values.” 

Sites in the city are avail- 
able, the resolution said. The 
league directed that copies of 
an “appropriately worded” re- 


solution be sent to the Legis- | 


lature and other state agencies. 

The city administration is 
supporting two bills pending in 
the Legislature to permit the 
use of 140 acres opposite the 
St. Louis Training School as 
the site of a new $3,000,000 
medium security workhouse to 
replace the old institution at 
4200 South Broadway. 

Opposition to the plan has 
been expressed previously by 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews and County Council- 
man Thomas C. Dunne, in 
whose district the site is situ- 
ated. 

The league voted to set up a 
research committee to study 
problems common to the county 
government and county munici- 
palities. 

The action was taken after L. 
Gordon Davis, chairman of the 
County Council, told the group 
he thought it is inequitable for 
residents of municipalities to 
pay taxes to support police, 
health and other county serv- 
ices as well as municipal taxes 
to support similar functions in 
their own communities. “I don’t 
see why residents of munici- 
palities have to pay twice,” he 
asserted,

What you need for this proj- 
ect is a new shingle of the same 
color and design as the broken 
one. You'll also need a hack- 
saw blade and a few eight- 
penny finishing nails. 

You'll find that the broken 
shingle is held in place by nails 
that are covered by the shingle 
above so to get rid of these 
roe have to slip the hacksaw 

lade up under the shingle and 
saw through the nails. When 
you've cut through all the nails 
the pleces of ken shingle 
can be removed. 

Insert the shingle into place 
and be sure that you get the 
end or butt level with the rest 
of the shingles in the course. 
If you to drive a nail into 
the shingle without first drill- 
ing a hole you'll break the 
shingle, so first drill holes. Drill 
the holes for the nails through 
the lower end of the shingle 
above, which covers the upper 
part of your replacement shin- 
gle. Now insert the finishing 
nails into the holes and care- 
fully drive them into place, Use 
a nail set to drive them the last 
one-fourth inch or so to avoid 
any chance of striking the shin- 
gle with your hammer.

This cashing of the diamond 
jack set up the line of thought 
in East’s mind which North 
hoped it would. East hopped up 
with his ace on the spade lead 
and then reasoned about like 
this: Declarer had unblocked 
the jack of diamonds before 
trying to reach dummy via .the 
spade route. He had no more 
diamonds in his hand and want- 
ed to throw a club loser on 
dummy’s diamond queen, So 
East figured he'd better try to 
cash some club tricks right 
away. He led away from the 
king, as North had hoped. 
North promptly went up with 
the queen in dummy and when 
it held the four-spade contract 
was home. 

East should have avoided 
being panicked into the danger- 
ous club shift by the simple 
process of counting up to 13.

More Than 3000 Volumes Recorded 
By Volunteers Through Recordings 
For the Blind, Inc., Program to 
Aid Those Seeking Higher Education

NEW YORK, March 29. 
LTHOUGH Recording for the Blind, Inc., is only slightly 


A nore than five years old, this unique organization which 

records textbooks and other specialized educational material 
without charge for blind men and women seeking university 
degrees or professional careers, has done an impressive job. 
Its volunteer workers—doctors, lawyers, scientists, teachers, 
actors, housewives, authors—have already completed the record- 
ing of some 3000 volumes. 

Contained on some 150,000 six-inch vinylite discs represent- 
ing about 90,000 hours of reading, the recorded textbooks in 
this ever-growing library are circulated among hundeds of 
blind students and professional people all over the United 
States. Students as well as professors and instructors in 250 
accredited colleges and universities use the Recording for the 
Blind service and more and more welfare agencies, rehabili- 
tation services and vocational guidance groups are asking that 
books and special material be 
recorded for them for use in 
group activities of the blind as 
well as by individuals under 
their supervision. 

The only national organiza- 
tion furnishing this specialized 
service to the adult blind, Re- 
cording for the Blind does not 
record books which are avail- 
able in Braille or among the 
many thousands of “Talking 
Books” of the Library of Con- 
gress. 

Born of a postwar need when 
a host of blinded returning vet- 
erans were entering our col- 
leges under the G.I. Bill of 
Rights or attempting to resume 
their interrupted professional 
careers, Recording for the Blind 
began with the efforts of a 
small group of New York wom- 
en who recognized the necessity 
of special educational help to 
these sightless veterans. 

With the aid of the Women’s 
Council of the New York Pub- 
lic Library, a committee was 
formed to explore the possibili- 
ties of a program meeting the 
needs of local veterans. So 
successful was the program 
evolyed that on May 16, 1951, 
Recording for the Blind was in- 
corporated as a nonprofit insti- 
tution, and from the privately- 
endowed Fund for Adult Educa- 
tion received a three-year ter- 
minal grant on the condition 
that the money be used to 
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Today, filling the “textbook 
gap” between Braille and the 
Talking Books, Recording for 
the Blind has some 1000 men 
and women volunteers working 
in 10 units throughout the coun- 
try. Coming from all profes- 
sions and walks. of life, these 
volunteers possess varied tal- 
ents and abilities and enable 
Recording for the Blind to as-

For instance, in New York a 
group of young lawyers give 
freely of their time to record 
books of law and legal articles. 
Physicists and scientists, who 
are among the volunteers of the 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) unit, record 
highly technical works dealing 
with physics and mathematics. 
A New York television engineer 
has just finished recording an 
electronics textbook and in 
Detroit, a university professor 
recently completed the record- 
ing of Chaucer’s “Canterbury 
Tales.” 

The roster of celebrities who 
have acted as “recording art- 
ists” include such personalities 
as Alistair Cooke, John Mason 
Brown, Ruth Draper, Robert 
Montgomery, Cornelia Otis Skin- 
ner, Margaret Sullavan, Mildred 
Dunnock, Ed Begley, Collin 
Keith Johnston and Ann Burr. 

Each year approximately 1000

times unqualified for reading 
works in advanced fields of 
study and qualified readers are 
expensive and not always avail- 
able. 

Because textbooks frequently 
change, agencies for the blind 
have in the past found it too 
costly to put any great number 
of such books into Braille or 
on recordings. Even today text- 
books in Braille are few and 
far between and while the 
thousands of Talking Books re- 
corded for the Library of Con- 
gress by the American Founda- 
tion for the Blind in New York 
and the American Printing 
House in Louisville have over 
the years provided the blind 
with a constant supply of in- 
structive and entertaining read- 
ing matter, talking textbooks 
were in a field untouched un- 
til Recording for the Blind 
came into being.

HE scope and variety of the 

books recorded in the past 

five years is astounding. The 
list includes specialized works 
ranging over the whole field 
of the liberal arts and sciences. 
Some of the books have been 
recorded in Spanish, French, 
German and Latin as well as 
English. There are philosophies 
from Plato to John Dewey and 
histories from Herodotus to 
Toynbee. There are books on 
law ranging from “Constitu- 
tional History of England” 
through a recording of “The 
Rules of Criminal Procedure 
for the Courts of Missouri.” 
There are biographies of Ben- 
venuto Cellini, Abraham Lin- 
coln, Disraeli, Napoleon and 
Oscar Wilde. Not long ago the 
“Forrestal Diaries” was re- 
corded on special request. 


Recording for the Blind has
